Appeasement,  a  Damnable  Policy 


dangerous  practice, 


THE  dictionary  defines  the  word  "appeasement"  as 
denoting  "to  bring  about  peace,  to  pacify,  to  soothe, 
to  quiet,  to  conciliate,  to  satisfy."  By  its  exercise  one 
hopes  to  buy  his  peace.  But  it  is  a 
particularly  when  the  appeased 
finds  his  demands  will  be  acceded 
to,  he  is  encouraged  to  feel  that  all 
he  has  to  do  is  to  make  further  de- 
mands and  have  these  also  granted. 
In  common  parlance:  "Given  an 
inch  and  an  ell  will  be  demanded." 
The  camel  having  gotten  his  head 
into  the  tent  will  soon  attempt  to 
take  entire  possession. 

There  are  times,  perhaps,  when 
yielding  something  may  be  of  ad- 
vantage, but  as  a  rule  it  cannot  be 
practiced  with  safety,  and  then  only 
when  the  one  who  appeases  is  strong 
enough  not  to  yield  should  he  so  de- 
sire. Appeasement  is  not  uncom- 
mon in  everyday  life  —  a  nagging 
wife  will  often  find  her  husband 
willing  to  make  a  concession,  or  a 
domineering  husband  will  find  his 
wife  yielding  to  his  exacting  de- 
mands— each  one  seeking  to  main- 
tain the  peace.  Carried  too  far,  in- 
stead of  peace  one  may  find  life  in- 
tolerable. 

In  national  affairs  the  appease- 
ment policy  is  equally  dangerous. 
We  have  recently  had  striking  ex- 
amples. By  the  Munich  Pact,  when  Great  Britain  and 
France  yielded  to  Hitler's  demands,  the  foundation  of 
other  demands  by  Hitler  was  laid,  and  the  greatest,  most 
costly  and  terrible  of  all  wars  was  precipitated.  How 
hollow  became  the  words  of  Chamberlayne:  "Peace  in 
our  time." 

Since  the  cessation  of  hostilities  Russia  has  come  to 
require  more  and  more  of  her  Allies,  and  has  been  placated 
by  concession  after  concession.  While  the  war  was  in 
progress,  when  Russia's  might  was  so  urgently  needed, 
some  concession  was  justified,  but  that  in  itself  paved  the 
way  for  the  demands  she  is  now  making. 

In  our  own  country,  in  dealing  with  organized  labor,  ap- 
peasement has  been  the  policy  since  Roosevelt's  first  ad- 
ministration. The  settlement  of  the  recent  strikes  was 
only  brought  about  by  the  exercise  of  this  policy  and  will 


lead  to  further  demands  unless  legislation  is  enacted  which 
will  call  a  firm  and  determined  halt.  The  people  of  this 
country  might  as  well  realize  that  issues  have  to  be 
met  and  a  stand  taken;  that  procrastination  and  ap- 
peasement only  put  off  the  evil  day — how  evil  one  fears 
even  to  contemplate. 
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Peace  Only  in  Name

EAL  peace,  the  peace  that 
many  looked  forward  to  dur- 
ing the  war  years,  has  not  come.  The 
cessation  of  hostilities  brought  re- 
lief to  the  men  in  the  field  and  to 
those  who  manned  our  ships  and 
aircraft.  It  was  a  balm  to  the 
families  of  the  fighting  men.  They 
no  longer  had  to  stand  in  fear  of 
that  personally  delivered  laconic 
telegram  reading:  "The  War  De- 
partment regrets  to  inform  you  that 
John  Smith  is  missing  in  action. 
Further  details  will  be  supplied 
later";  or  leaving  no  hope,  announc- 
ing that  he  was  killed  in  action,  giv- 
ing the  time  and  place. 

But  we  cannot  and  should  not 
think  we  can  now  follow  the  even 
tenor  of  our  ways.  The  nations 
which  stood  shoulder  to  shoulder 
when  battling  a  common  and  ruth- 
less enemy  are  often  finding  them- 
selves in  disagreement  and  seem 
ready  to  fall  apart.  Nationalism  is  again  in  the  ascendancy. 
National  security  seems  first  in  the  minds  of  our  Allies,  and 
regardless  of  the  effect  on  other  nations.  Selfishness, 
nature's  curse,  has  raised  its  ugly  head.  Russia  in  particular 
seems  suspicious  of  any  plan  advocated  by  the  others  of 
the  Big  Three.  It  appears  difficult  for  that  country  to  see 
good  in  anything  except  that  which  is  manifestly  to  its  ad- 
vantage. It  seems  to  lack  a  willingness  to  cooperate,  to 
give  and  take.  Russia's  idea  of  democracy  is  as  different 
from  that  of  the  English-speaking  peoples  as  day  from 
night.  The  theory  of  the  Russian  Government  in  practical 
effect  is  no  different  from  Fascism  or  Naziism,  for  it  is  a 
one-party  rule  under  a  dictatorship. 

At  home,  too,  though  the  battlefronts  are  quiet,  or- 
ganized labor  under  a  radical  leadership  appears  to  have 
lost  such  restraint  as  it  maintained  during  the  years  of  the 
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war — a  modified  restraint  at  best,  for  a  series  of  strikes  con- 
stantly impeded  the  production  of  those  things  so  much 
needed  for  the  prosecution  of  the  war — for  strikes  have 
recently  taken  place  which  have  paralyzed  our  economy 
and  throttled  the  country.  One  strike  followed  another, 
first  in  the  automobile  industry,  next  the  steel  industry, 
in  the  soft  coal  and  anthracite  mines,  strikes  on  our  rail- 
ways, and  the  maritime  strike — these  too  at  a  time  when 
reconversion  and  the  production  of  those  things  so  much 
in  demand  are  so  essential  to  our  welfare.  The  government 
itself  too  was  defied,  and  for  a  time  the  country  thrown 
into  a  state  of  economic  paralysis.  When  settlement  of 
these  strikes  came  the  labor  leaders  had  won  another 
victory — more  appeasement — and  the  consumer  will 
have  to  pay  the  bill. 

Both  the  administration  and  Congress  apparently  lack 
the  courage  to  make  a  stand  and  put  on  the  statute  books 
measures  which  prevent  the  repetition  of  that  through 
which  we  have  just  passed.  John  L.  Lewis,  Petrillo  and 
their  ilk  still  occupy  positions  of  dictatorship. 

All  this  weakens  our  standing  with  our  former  Allies 
when  effort  is  being  made  to  reach  a  fair  and  just  peace  with 
our  late  enemies.  When  the  United  States,  on  whose  de- 
mocracy we  are  wont  to  boast,  presents  this  spectacle  of  im- 
potence at  home,  we  cannot  but  find  its  influence  greatly 
impaired  when  dealing  with  other  nations.  Its  prestige 
has  suffered  heavily  and  world  leadership  all  but  lost. 

Moreover,  the  great  Army,  perhaps  the  most  efficient 
the  world  has  ever  seen,  built  up  and  trained  at  such  heavy 
cost,  has  been  allowed  to  disintegrate  so  that  it  is  now 
but  the  shadow  of  its  former  greatness.  Force,  after  all, 
or  the  ability  to  apply  force,  is  always  the  final  arbiter, 
and  when  Russia,  for  example,  sees  our  Army  in  Europe 
reduced  to  a  few  divisions,  many  of  these  recruited  by 
green  replacements,  and  Selective  Service  reduced  to  a 
mockery,  it  cannot  but  feel  that  it  can  make  unreason- 
able demands  with  impunity  and  expect  to  have  those  de- 
mands acceded  to. 

It  is  but  natural  that  the  families  of  the  men  who  have 
served  so  long  and  bravely  should  wish  them  to  return. 
But  it  would  seem  that  Congress,  no  matter  what  the 
appeal  or  the  pressure,  would  have  been  able  to  make  clear 
the  necessity  that  a  strong  Army  would  have  to  be 
maintained  in  every  enemy  country.  It  would  appear  that 
they  could  demonstrate  to  the  families  making  these 
appeals,  that,  though  the  war  had  been  won,  the  fruits  of 
victory  might  easily  be  lost;  that  with  our  Army  de- 
mobilized we  stand  in  danger  of  losing  all  that  has  been 
gained  at  such  heavy  cost;  that  we  may  find  ourselves 
with  another  war  just  ahead  with  the  same  costly  prepara- 
tion again  to  go  through  with.  It  seems  that  we  have 
learned  nothing  from  the  war  of  a  quarter  of  a  century 
ago;  that  we  wish  all  restraints  removed  and  that  we  may 
proceed  callously  on  our  way,  though  that  way  may  lead 
to  destruction.  Vigilance  is  as  much  the  price  of  liberty  as 
it  ever  was  in  the  world's  history. 

PROFESSOR  L.  L.  HOLLADAY'S  CANE 

Shortly  before  returning  to  the  mission  field  in  China,  the  Rev. 
Lewis  Holladay  Lancaster,  Class  1909,  came  by  the  Hill  to  present  to  the 
College  the  gold-headed  cane  left  him  by  his  grandfather,  Doctor  Lewis 
Littlepage  Holladay  of  the  Class  of  1853,  and  from  1855  to  his  death  in 
1891  the  distinguished  head  of  the  Department  of  Physical  Science  of 
Hampden-Sydney.  This  beautiful  cane  was  a  gift  to  Doctor  Holladay 
from  the  Class  of  1889. 

It  is  interesting  to  record  that  in  the  student  body  the  coming  session 
will  be  a  great  grandson  of  Professor  Holladay,  Lewis  Holladay  Lancaster, 
Jr.  This  choice  young  man  entered  the  College  in  1944,  but  after  one 
session  was  inducted  into  the  U.  S.  Navy. 


Good  Work  Being  Done  by- 
Returned  GI's 

WE  learn  from  an  article  in  a  recent  copy  of  Life 
magazine  that  Harvard  University  is  finding  re- 
turned servicemen,  who  have  again  taken  up  their  educa- 
tion, are  doing  better  work  than  the  students  of  the  pre- 
war years. 

What  is  true  at  Harvard  is  equally  true  at  Hampden- 
Sydney,  and  no  doubt  at  other  institutions.  Certainly  it 
appears  thus  far  that  the  record  of  these  men  is  excellent. 
In  the  Dean's  office  the  comparison  of  the  records  made 
by  the  same  students  before  they  entered  the  armed 
services  with  that  which  they  are  now  making  shows,  on 
the  average,  marked  improvement. 

The  reasons  are  perhaps  the  same  everywhere,  depend- 
ing, of  course,  somewhat  on  the  character  of  the  personnel. 
These  students  are  now  mature  men.  They  realize  the 
importance  of  education  and  know  that  now  is  their 
chance,  for  in  a  few  years  more,  unless  they  desire  to 
pursue  some  post-graduate  work,  they  will  be  too  old  to 
care  for  academic  life. 

It  is  noticeable,  too,  that  these  men  appear  to  be  falling 
into  what  is  called  "college  life."  They  have  the  same  in- 
terest in  college  organizations — athletic  teams,  fraternities, 
college  publications,  and  social  organizations  generally. 
The  Tiger,  the  weekly  publication,  was  promptly  re- 
established. The  Literary  Society  began  to  function.  This 
is  a  healthy  sign. 

We  have  expressed  in  these  columns  sometime  since  a 
doubt  whether  the  returned  servicemen  would  greatly 
care  for  the  humdrum  life  on  the  campus,  and  we  are  only 
too  glad  to  find  that  we  were  mistaken.  It  may  well  be 
that  they  had  looked  forward  to  college  life,  and  having 
been  deprived  of  it  during  the  years  they  were  in  the  armed 
forces,  are  unwilling  to  entirely  forego  it  and  eagerly 
begin  again  where  they  left  off. 

It  is  to  be  hoped  that  while  they  rejoice  in  the  freedom 
from  the  restraint  of  military  discipline,  they  will  keep 
with  them  some  of  the  good  effects  of  that  discipline,  and 
that  their  conduct  will  be  better  regulated  than  is  often 
the  case  with  students  entering  college  just  out  of  high 
school. 

Let  us  hope  too  that  the  example  set  by  these  men  will 
be  emulated  by  new  students  who  now  enter. 


A  New  Colleague 

Dr.  Carl  James  Likes,  of  Tulane  University,  has  ac- 
cepted a  professorship  in  the  chemistry  department  of 
Hampden-Sydney  College.

Dear  Alumnus: 

On  June  n  the  Commencement  Exercises  of  the  One 
Hundred  and  Seventieth  Session  of  Hampden-Sydney 
College  were  concluded.  We  were  fortunate  in  having 
Dr.  Walter  S.  Newman,  newly  elected 
Vice  President  of  Virginia  Poly- 
technic Institute,  make  the  address. 
Dr.  Newman  graduated  in  the  Class 
of  Seventeen.  While  the  graduates 
were  few  and  the  attendance  limited, 
the  whole  occasion  was  unusually 
delightful — typically  Hampden-Syd- 
ney. The  campus  was  a  lovely  sight 
and  the  weather  fine.  I  only  wish 
many  more  could  have  attended.  I 
was  both  surprised  and  delighted  at 
the  number  of  Alumni  on  hand.  A 
short  meeting  was  held  immediately 
following  the  exercises. 

For  the  first  time  in  four  years  there  will  be  no  Summer 
School.  Believe  me,  this  let-up  is  needed,  especially  by 
the  faculty.  It  will  also  enable  us  to  do  some  much  needed 
repair  work  on  buildings.  They  have  had  hard  usage  since 
the  outbreak  of  the  war. 

We  have  been  busy  planning  for  the  Fall  Session.  Our 
enrollment  reached  the  saturation  point  about  the  middle 
of  May.  It  is  a  matter  of  genuine  regret  to  have  to  refuse 
so  many  who  desire  to  enroll.  We  will  do  the  best  we  can 
and  take  as  many  as  possible. 

The  Synod  of  Virginia  will  hold  its  annual  meeting  here 
the  first  week  in  September.  This  is  a  particularly  ap- 
propriate time  because  of  the  campaign  now  under  way  to 
raise  $500,000  in  the  Synod.  We  will  be  able  to  make  a 
good  report,  and  my  hope  is  that  by  the  last  of  this  year 
the  $500,000  will  be  raised  in  cash  and  bona  fide  pledges. 
When  this  effort  has  been  completed,  we  must  go  on  to 
claim  the  appropriation  of  $200,000  recently  made  by  the 
General  Education  Board  of  New  York. 

Let  me  thank  you  again  for  the  Alumni  Fund.  The 
amount,  especially  all  that  it  stands  for,  is  of  tremendous 
encouragement.

By  virtue  of  the  authority  vested  in 
me  by  the  Board  of  Trustees  I  now  confer  upon  you  the 
Degree  of  Doctor  of  Laws  of  Hampden-Sydney  College. 

Frank  Stoddert  Johns,  graduate  of  Hampden-Sydney 
College  and  of  the  Medical  College  of  Virginia;  dis- 
tinguished surgeon  and  lecturer;  influential  and  honored 
citizen;  devoted  churchman;  President  of  the  Board  of 
Trustees  of  Hampden-Sydney  College;  loyal  and  liberal 
alumnus.  By  virtue  of  the  authority  vested  in  me  by  the 
Board  of  Trustees  I  now  confer  upon  you  the  Degree  of 
Doctor  of  Laws  of  Hampden-Sydney  College. 


Mr.  H.  C.  Bradshaw  Writes  of 
Patrick  Henry 

The  Richmond  Times-Dispatch,  of  May  26,  1946, 
published  an  interesting  article  by  Mr.  Herbert  C. 
Bradshaw,  '30,  entitled  "Anniversary  of  Henry's  Birth 
Recalls  Struggle  for  Freedom."  We  are  always  glad  when 
Mr.  Bradshaw  writes  of  Virginia's  past.  He  is  at  home  in 
this  historical  field.  His  mind  is  stored  with  facts  and  his 
heart  swells  with  pride  as  he  relates  them. 

This  time,  of  course,  he  deals  with  the  life  and  influence 
of  Patrick  Henry.  Having  sketched  a  brief  and  accurate 
outline  of  what  Mr.  Henry  was  and  did,  the  author  lays 
special  emphasis  on  "Red  Hill"  in  Charlotte  County,  Va., 
where  the  old  and  weary  statesman  spent  his  last  years. 
Besides  the  biographical  material,  a  full  page  of  this 
Sunday  edition  contains  drawings  of  the  original  house  in 
which  Mr.  Henry  lived,  of  the  mansion  after  the  additions 
made  by  Mr.  John  Henry,  son  of  the  patriot;  there  are 
photographs  of  the  cromlech  tombstones  marking  the 
graves  of  Patrick  Henry  and  his  second  wife,  Dorothy 
Dandridge,  and  a  photograph  of  the  orator  as  painted  on 
original  miniature  on  ivory  by  Lawrence  Sully,  1791.  We 
regret  that  lack  of  space  forced  Mr.  Bradshaw  to  omit  a 
picture  of  the  impressive  mansion  erected  by  Mr.  Henry's 
great-granddaughter,  the  late  Mrs.  Matthew  Bland 
Harrison,  a  residence  destroyed  by  fire  in  1919. 

The  "Red  Hill"  estate  originally  contained  2,920  acres 
of  which  only  921  acres  are  now  owned  by  the  Patrick 
Henry  Memorial  Foundation  whose  members  hope  to 
make  it  a  national  shrine.  All  Hampden-Sydney  men 
feel  a  deep  interest  in  all  that  pertains  to  the  old  Trustee 
of  the  College  and  author  of  its  Charter,  and  hope  that 
Mr.  Bradshaw's  excellent  sketch  may  aid  in  furthering 
the  laudable  aims  of  this  organization. 
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Commencement 

Baccalaureate  Sunday  of  the  one  hundred  and  seven- 
tieth session  of  the  College  came  on  June  9,  1946.  The 
preacher  was  the  Rev.  Philip  A.  Roberts  of  the  Farmville 
Presbyterian  Church.  Mr.  Roberts  had  as  his  theme 
"Tomorrow's  World."  He  presented  to  the  graduates 
the  non-Christian  ideas  of  the  nature  and  destiny  of  man 
as  exemplified  in  the  liberalism  of  Rousseau,  the  com- 
munism of  Karl  Marx,  and  the  fascism  of  Nietzsche. 
Over  against  these  philosophies  the  speaker  presented  the 
Christian  views;  that  man  is  created  by  God  in  his  own 
image,  that  man  is  a  sinner  in  need  of  redemption,  that 
he  may  through  the  power  of  God  become  a  son  of  God. 
"Man  is  at  the  height  of  his  power  when  he  can  say,  'I 
can  do  all  things  through  Christ  which  strengtheneth 
me'."  In  concluding,  the  speaker  reminded  the  graduates 
that  the  world  has  now  become  a  neighborhood,  and  he 
challenged  them  to  make  of  it  a  brotherhood. 

Monday  afternoon,  June  10,  the  annual  meeting  of  the 
Board  of  Trustees  was  held.  (See  President's  Report  to  the 
Board.)  The  buffet  supper  by  the  ladies  of  the  faculty 
to  the  seniors,  their  parents  and  the  alumni  was  held  in 
the  College  Dining  Hall  at  6:30  Monday  evening.  This 
was  followed,  at  8:00  P.  M.,  by  the  Music  Hour  in  College 
Church. 

Graduation  exercises  were  held  Tuesday  morning, 
June  11,  in  College  Church.  The  address  on  this  occasion 
was  made  by  Doctor  Walter  S.  Newman,  '17,  Vice  Presi- 
dent of  the  Virginia  Polytechnic  Institute.  Doctor  New- 
man drew  a  picture  that  showed  the  world  in  "an  awful 
mess."  "And  main  strength  and  awkardness,"  said  he, 
"will  not  clean  it  up.  There  must  be  consecrated  intelli- 
gence and  the  diploma  you  men  are  about  to  receive  is  a 
challenge  to  you  to  apply  such  intelligence."  The  speaker 
urged  the  graduates  to  exercise  their  right  of  suffrage  on 
every  occasion  calling  for  decisions  at  the  polls.  He  told 
of  a  recent  Virginia  survey  to  see  which  of  the  profes- 
sional groups  took  the  most  interest  in  government  from 
the  standpoint  of  voting.  Physicians  ranked  first;  teachers 
and  ministers  were  far  down  the  list.  "Into  whatever 
field  of  service  you  enter,"  concluded  Doctor  Newman, 
"let  your  exercise  of  the  right  of  suffrage  become  second 
nature  to  you.  Take  the  steps  necessary  to  permit  you  to 
vote  and  never  let  this  sacred  privilege  lapse.  Thus  it  is 
that  dictators  are  halted,  right  in  the  body  politic  main- 
tained, and  the  ways  of  peace  promoted." 

President  Gammon  presented  the  Sullivan  awards,  the 
honorary  and  baccalaureate  degrees,  and  closed  the  170th 
session  of  the  College  with  the  benediction. 

Meeting  of  General  Alumni  Association 

The  annual  meeting  of  the  General  Alumni  Association 
was  held  in  College  Church,  immediately  following  the 
Commencement  exercises,  June  11,  1946.  The  meeting 
was  called  to  order  by  President  Wm.  R.  Gardner;  the 
invocation  was  given  by  A.  W.  Wood,  '03. 

The  minutes  of  the  previous  meeting  were  read  and 
approved.  The  president  in  giving  his  report  stated  that 
he  had  not  had  much  opportunity  for  activity;  however, 
the  policy  of  writing  letters  to  the  parents  of  entering 
students  had  been  started  with  the  thought  of  thus 
linking  the  patrons  of  the  College  more  closely  to  the 
institution  through  alumni  interest  in  the  new  students. 


The  president  commended  the  results  of  the  Alumni  Fund 
and  the  efforts  of  Doctor  Gammon  in  his  leadership  of 
Synod's  campaign  for  the  College. 

P.  Tulane  Atkinson,  Treasurer,  gave  his  report  which 
showed  a  surplus.  (See  elsewhere  in  this  issue.)  President 
Gammon  responding  briefly  to  the  request  that  he  speak, 
told  of  the  success  of  the  sixth  Alumni  Fund,  of  the  fine 
progress  being  made  in  Synod's  campaign,  and  of  the  offer 
of  #200,000  being  made  by  the  General  Education  Board 
should  the  College  raise  an  additional  $300,000  to  the  half- 
million  in  Synod's  campaign.  He  likewise  spoke  of  the 
faithfulness  of  the  Faculty  during  the  trying  war  years 
and  of  the  great  and  helpful  loyalty  of  the  alumni. 

The  nominating  committee  (Johns,  F.  S.,  Chewning, 
L.  G.,  Atkinson,  P.  T.)  recommended  that  the  same 
officers  be  elected  for  another  year.  This  report  was 
adopted. 

The  recording  secretary  told  of  the  work  that  was  being 
done  in  collecting  data  on  alumni  in  World  War  II.  A 
motion  was  made  and  carried  that  the  Secretary  and 
Professor  Whiting  be  appointed  as  a  committee  to  get 
out  a  bulletin  containing  this  data,  and  further  that  the 
President  of  the  Association  appoint  one  other  person  to 
collaborate  with  these  two  gentlemen  in  the  undertaking. 

R.  H.  Watkins,  '95,  of  Laurel,  Miss.,  spoke  of  the  plan 
of  group  insurance  for  the  graduating  classes  to  take  out 
for  the  College.  No  action  was  taken,  but  President 
Gardner  stated  he  would  look  further  into  the  matter. 
Adjournment.

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President  Gammon's  Annual  Report  to  the 

Board  of  Trustees 


IN  my  last  report  which  was  made  only  three  months 
ago,  I  reviewed  the  main  events  of  the  session  now 
closing.  For  this  reason  there  is  no  need  to  repeat  this 
information.  This  report  will,  therefore,  deal  more  with 
recommendations  rather  than  information. 

In  the  matter  of  finance,  we  are  reporting  a  deficit.  The 
revenue  for  the  year  has  been  less  than  the  cost.  The 
reason  for  this  shortage  is  due  to  the  fact  of  a  sharp  de- 
crease in  enrollment.  We  could  have  taken  more  on 
February  26,  but  for  the  capacity  of  our  Freshman  Class. 
A  large  majority  of  our  students  then  and  now  are  entering 
the  lower  classes.  The  amount  of  the  deficit  will  likely  be 
between  #7,000  and  #8,000. 

Again  the  Alumni  Fund  has  been  a  great  success  and 
an  aid  to  the  College.  Under  the  faithful  work  of  Acting 
Executive  Secretary  George  L.  Walker  and  his  helpers  and 
the  splendid  leadership  of  Dr.  J.  Warren  White,  the  sum 
of  #38,700  has  been  contributed  by  1,100  contributors. 
This  is  the  largest  number  of  contributors  we  have  ever 
had  in  any  one  year — a  most  encouraging  factor.  It  is  a 
matter  of  special  gratification  that  the  campaign  in  the 
Synod  has  neither  affected  the  fund  nor  caused  any  con- 
fusion among  the  Alumni  in  their  contributions. 

Enrollment  for  September  reached  the  saturation  point 
around  the  middle  of  May.  At  that  time  I  felt  that  350 
was  about  our  capacity.  It  may  be  that  we  can  take  a  few 
more,  but  this  will  be  done  as  a  matter  of  duty  rather  than 
of  wisdom.  Our  facilities  under  the  present  circumstances 
can  hardly  accommodate  more  than  350.  Of  the  number 
now  enrolled  there  are  210  G.  I.'s  and  130  civilians. 

The  faculty  needed  for  the  work  of  next  year  should  be 
composed  of  24  men.  Of  this  number  there  are  now  21. 
Every  effort  is  being  made  to  secure  the  other  men 
essential  to  our  future  educational  program.  Two  new 
men  have  already  been  engaged — Dr.  Carl  Likes,  full 
professor  for  the  Chemistry  Department,  and  Professor 
Harry  King,  instructor  in  the  Romance  Languages.  In 
both  of  these  selections  the  College  is  exceedingly  for- 
tunate. 

I  had  hoped  to  report  a  man  for  the  new  chair  of 
Economics  at  this  meeting  of  the  Board,  but  I  have  been 
unable  to  secure  him.  However,  if  the  man  desired  cannot 
be  found  between  now  and  the  opening  of  the  next  session, 
this  chair  will  be  temporarily  filled  by  Professor  Henry 
Bittinger.  Professor  Bittinger  is  primarily  a  historian, 
but  he  is  abundantly  able  to  take  the  chair  of  Economics. 
While  on  this  subject,  the  matter  should  be  called  to  your 
attention  that  just  as  soon  as  possible  an  additional  pro- 
fessor should  be  secured  for  the  chair  of  Political  Science. 

Under  the  leadership  of  Professor  Graves  Thompson  we 
are  starting  a  course  in  the  Fine  Arts.  I  do  not  think  we 
could  go  far  wrong  by  turning  the  old  Library  building 
into  one  that  could  be  used  for  this  Department. 

During  the  war  Dr.  Massey  was  able  to  handle  the 
Bible  Department  alone.  Fortunately  for  the  College, 
Professor  McRae,  who  was  originally  employed  in  the 
Bible  Department,  was  able  to  take  care  of  other  courses 
essential   to   the  Navy   program.      It   appears   now  that 


Professor  McRae  will  have  to  continue  in  this  work  for 
some  time.  The  tremendous  increase  in  enrollment  may 
place  upon  us  the  necessity  for  additional  teaching  in  the 
Bible  Department. 

The  period  through  which  the  world  has  been  passing 
has  caused  all  educational  institutions  to  do  a  good  deal 
of  self-examination.  This  has  been  done  at  Hampden- 
Sydney.  A  carefully  selected  Committee  has  studied  the 
curriculum.  No  recommendations  were  made  that  would 
seriously  affect  the  historic  position  of  the  institution  as  a 
Liberal  Arts  College.  The  best  information  I  can  secure 
brings  what  is  a  pleasant  fact  for  us — the  increased  value 
of  an  education  conducted  very  largely  along  the  lines 
that  have  always  been  in  effect  at  Hampden-Sydney.  We 
will  continue  our  policy  not  because  it  is  old  but  because 
it  is  the  most  valuable  one  to  meet  the  educational  needs 
of  the  times  through  which  we  are  passing.  In  an  effort 
always  to  be  ready  to  make  any  changes  that  would  en- 
hance the  effectiveness  of  the  College,  studies  will  con- 
tinue with  regard  to  our  curriculum. 

Education,  above  all  else,  has  to  do  primarily  with  life 
and  the  art  of  living.  If  young  men  are  trained  in  these 
vital  subjects  the  probability  is  that  they  will  always  be 
able  to  make  a  living.  The  record  of  men  that  have  gone 
out  from  Liberal  Arts  Colleges  reinforced  by  the  Christian 
tradition  furnishes  abundant  proof  of  the  value  of 
Christian  education.  The  need  for  leaders  thus  trained 
is  greater  than  ever  in  the  history  of  mankind.  If  we  can 
contribute  to  this  need,  we  will  be  rendering  the  best 
service  possible,  both  to  the  Church  and  the  State. 

In  view  of  the  importance  of  education  of  this  type,  it 
is  a  matter  of  the  first  importance  for  Hampden-Sydney  to 
be  adequately  equipped  in  faculty  and  buildings.  No 
colleges  should  be  better  qualified  for  their  work  than 
those  that  are  church-related.  This  is  true  from  the  very 
nature  of  the  case;  it  is  also  true  on  the  basis  of  compe- 
tition. As  splendid  as  the  work  of  Hampden-Sydney  has 
been  throughout  its  entire  history,  in  the  days  ahead  the 
institution  must  be  fully  prepared  to  meet  the  demands  of 
the  times  and  keep  pace  with  the  rapid  progress  of  insti- 
tutions of  its  kind. 

I  believe  that  the  present  can  be  perhaps  the  greatest 
hour  in  the  history  of  Hampden-Sydney.  The  college,  in 
spite  of  the  period  of  the  war  through  which  it  has  just 
passed,  is  stronger  than  it  has  ever  been  in  its  long  and 
honorable  career.  While  the  equipment  that  we  have  is 
not  all  that  we  need  by  any  means,  it  is  more  and  better 
than  ever  before.  The  faculty  is  an  excellent  one;  the 
enrollment  even  now  beyond  capacity;  the  Alumni_  are 
interested,  loyal  and  generous;  the  Synod  of  Virginia  is 
interested,  if  not  concerned.  Nor  should  we  forget  that 
Hampden-Sydney  has  strong  friends  who  are  neither 
Presbyterian  nor  Alumni.  Keeping  all  these  thingsin  mind, 
it  seems  clear  that  those  in  charge  of  the  institution's 
affairs  should  continue  their  leadership  with  enthusiasm 
and  confidence. 

After  careful  preparation  the  campaign  for  #500,000 
got  under  way  last  fall.    Nearly  everything  about  it  has 
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been  stimulating.  At  the  present  moment  we  have  in  cash 
and  pledges  #287,630.58.  When  it  is  kept  in  mind  that 
nearly  all  this  money  has  come  from  only  three  Presby- 
teries, the  results  are  remarkable.  Several  of  the  remaining 
five  Presbyteries  are  now  busily  engaged  in  attaining  the 
quotas  they  accepted.  If  the  results  in  these  sections  are 
anything  like  as  good  as  in  the  other  three,  there  is  every 
reason  to  expect  that  by  the  close  of  this  year  the  amount 
of  #500,000  should  be  ours  in  cash  and  pledges. 

The  obtaining  of  this  amount  will  be  a  great  thing  for 
Hampden-Sydney,  but  there  is  far  more  to  this  campaign 
than  the  #500,000.  If  we  can  keep  the  Synod  interested 
and  concerned  in  the  future,  it  should  be  of  inestimable 
and  permanent  benefit  to  Hampden-Sydney.  Every 
effort  possible  should  be  made  by  the  Board,  the  Ad- 
ministration, and  the  Alumni  to  see  that  this  is  accom- 
plished. 

The  recent  appropriation  of  the  General  Education 
Board  is  another  very  stimulating  thing.  I  feel  strongly 
that  we  should  do  everything  in  our  power  to  fulfill  the 
conditions  of  this  appropriation. 

I  feel  it  my  duty  to  keep  before  you  the  most  urgent 
material  needs  of  the  college.  I  list  them  in  the  following 
order:  A  new  library,  a  new  auditorium,  a  new  dormitory, 
an  infirmary,  at  least  two  new  faculty  houses,  improved 
heating  and  plumbing  facilities  for  the  college  proper,  a 
cinder  track  for  the  athletic  field,  and  a  modest  stadium. 
Until  these  needs  can  be  met,  the  work,  however  well  it 
is  done,  will  be  handicapped.  This  list  of  urgent  needs 
does  not  demand  too  great  an  amount  of  money.  I  be- 
lieve in  one  form  or  another  this  present  effort  should  be 
kept  on  until  sufficient  money  has  been  secured  to  make 
Hampden-Sydney  a  college  second  to  none,  not  only  in 
academic  rating  but  also  in  modern  equipment. 

The  following  recommendations  are  submitted: 

1.  That  Dr.  J.  H.  C.  Winston,  Head  of  the  Chemistry 
Department  for  forty-three  years,  who  reached  the  age  of 
retirement  a  few  months  ago,  be  employed  for  next  year 
to  teach  organic  chemistry  and  geology. 

2.  The  election  of  Dr.  Carl  Likes  as  full  Professor  in  the 
Chemistry  Department;  the  election  of  Professor  Harry 
King  as  Instructor  in  the  Romance  Languages  Depart- 
ment; and  the  election  of  Mr.  Thomas  Edward  Crawley 
as  Instructor  in  the  English  Department  and  Head  of  the 
Glee  Club. 

3.  The  approval  of  the  Board  of  the  Retirement  Plan. 

4.  The  appointment  of  a  strong  committee  by  the 
President  of  the  Board  to  consider  ways  and  means  to 
fulfill  the  conditions  necessary  to  receive  the  conditional 
appropriation  of  #200,000  by  the  General  Education 
Board. 

5.  That  the  Chairman  of  the  Board  appoint  a  Com- 
mittee whose  function  will  be  to  gather  all  the  information 
possible  with  regard  to  the  proposed  University  Center 
to  be  established  in  Richmond. 

(Note:  The  Editors  recommend  most  heartily  a  careful  reading  of 
our  President's  report  to  the  Board  of  Trustee's.  The  evidences  of 
substantial  progress  are  clear;  plans  for  the  future  are  sound  and  attain- 
able; and  maintaining  of  the  best  of  the  traditional  policies  of  the 
College  is  assured.^  Too  high  praise  cannot  be  given  President  Gammon 
for  his  leadership  in  the  campaign  of  the  Synod  of  Virginia  to  raise  a 
half-million  dollars  for  the  College.  That  this  effort  is  being  carried  out 
so  successfully  without  the  expense  of  "professionals,"  is  a  constant 
satisfaction  to  all  friends  of  the  College.  This  fact  alone  makes  giving 
in  the  campaign  both  cheerful  and  liberal.) 


Alfred  Lennox  Lorraine,  Jr.,  December  30,  192 1 — 
September  26,  1944 

Alfred  Lennox  Lorraine,  Jr.,  '43 

The  News-Leader  of  March  26,  1946,  reported  that 
"Alfred  Lennox  Lorraine,  Jr.,  '43,  Lieutenant  (jg), 
U.  S.  N.  R.,  who  had  been  reported  missing  in  action  over 
the  Philippines  on  September  26,  1944,  is  now  regarded  as 
having  given  his  life  in  the  service  of  his  country."  This 
sad  news  was  given  by  the  Secretary  of  the  Navy.  The 
young  officer  was  aboard  one  of  the  Navy's  big  Essex-class 
Carriers.  He  volunteered  for  service  in  June  1942,  was 
promoted  rapidly,  and  piloted  a  Grumman  Hellcat  in  the 
Pacific,  was  awarded  the  Distinguished  Flying  Cross  for 
"heroism  and  extraordinary  achievement  during  an 
engagement  with  a  Japanese  task  force  off  the  Marianas, 
and  the  Air  Medal  for  meritorious  service  on  low-level 
photographic  missions  over  the  Palan  Islands"  (see 
Citation  in  The  Record  of  January  1945).  He  was  a  son 
of  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Alfred  L.  Lorraine  of  Richmond,  who 
have  another  son,  Charles  Kemper  Lorraine,  '48,  in  service, 
stationed  at  Norfolk,  Va. 

Dr.  Richard  H.  Henneman  in 
Washington,  D.  C. 

Dr.  Henneman,  '29,  has  moved  from  the  College  of 
William  and  Mary,  and  is  now  Chief  of  the  Aviation 
Psychology  Division,  office  of  the  Surgeon  Headquarters 
Strategic  Air  Command,  under  the  Air  Surgeon  for  Ad- 
ministrative Purposes,  but  not  in  the  Medical  Corps  of  the 
Army.  This  postwar  programme  has  both  civilians  and 
army  officers  working  in  civil  service,  their  fields  of  re- 
search being  personal  selection  and  classification,  design  of 
equipment,  studies  of  leadership,  individual  adjustment 
and  morale,  investigation  of  the  causes  of  aircraft  accidents 
and  their  prevention.  Dr.  Henneman  is  head  of  the  psy- 
chological research  unit  in  the  Strategic  Air  Command 
under  General  George  C.  Kenney.  There  will  be  training 
bases  in  the  United  States  and  many  others  in  Panama, 
Alaska,  in  the  Pacific,  and  in  the  occupied  countries.

This  article  was  accompanied  by 
two  pictures  of  President  Stuart 
and  Dr.  Lucius  C.  Porter;  his  fra- 
ternity brother  and  faculty  col- 
league at  Yencheng  University; 
both  of  whom  spent  many  months 
as  prisoners  of  war  in  Japanese 
prisons.  In  picture  at  right  these 
gentlemen  are  shown  passing  the 
Fraternity  grip  at  Headquarters 
office.  In  the  other  Dr.  Stuart 
is  signing  his  check  for  a  Life 
Membership  in  the  Fraternity, 
while  Dr.  Porter  stands  at  his  side. 
Next  autumn  Dr.  Stuart,  at  the 
age  of  69,  expects  to  resume  his 
duties  as  President  of  Yencheng 
on  the  campus  outside  Peiping.

Lieutenant  Colonel  John  C.  Grier,  '11 

Lieutenant  John  C.  Grier  was  commissioned  directly 
from  civil  life  in  both  World  War  I  and  World  War  II. 
For  his  record  in  War  I  see  Bulletin  of  Hampden-Sydney 
College,  Vol.  XV,  No.  3,  page  24.  He  is  now  at  home  in 
Detroit  reorganizing  his  business  and  in  civilian  clothes; 
though  not  yet  clear  of  the  Army  Retirement  Board  be- 
cause of  a  period  of  severe  illness.  The  nature  of  his 
recent  work  is  set  forth  in  the  following  citation:  "Lieu- 
tenant Colonel  John  C.  Grier,  Jr.,  O-900547,  Air  Corps, 
U.  S.  A.  For  meritorious  service  during  the  period 
October  I,  1944,  to  May  8,  1945.  Lieutenant  Colonel 
Grier,  as  Purchasing  Agent  for  U.  S.  Forces  stationed  in 
Scandinavia,  materially  aided  in  the  establishment  of 
Air  Transport  Command  facilities,  working  under  ex- 
tremely difficult  conditions  and  without  any  precedent  to 
guide  him,  he  carried  out  all  negotiations  with  Swedish 
authorities  with  outstanding  success.  Colonel  Grier's  ini- 
tiative and  unusual  devotion  to  duty  contributed  largely 
to  the  furtherance  of  American  interests  in  Sweden  and 
reflect  great  credit  upon  himself  and  the  Armed  Forces  of 
the  United  States." 


Thomas  W.  Hooper's  Distinction 

In  the  entire  history  of  Virginia  only  seven  men  have 
held  all  the  following  high  offices  in  the  Masons:  Grand 
Master,  Grand  Commander  of  Knights  Templar,  Grand 
High  Priest.  Doctor  Frank  T.  McFaden,  Class  1886, 
was  one  of  the  seven,  and  another  is  Doctor  Thomas  W. 
Hooper,  Jr.,  '00,  who  is  now  Grand  High  Priest  of  Royal 
Arch  Masons  of  Virginia.  Doctor  Hooper,  Captain  of 
combat  troops  St.  Mihiel,  Verdun,  Meuse-Argonne, 
World  War  I,  is  the  beloved  pastor  of  the  Presbyterian 
Church  at  Culpeper,  Va. 
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Doctor  Henry  Woods 
McLaughlin,  1S93 


Dr.  Henry  Woods  McLaughlin 
and  His  Work 

This  member  of  the  Board  of  Hampden-Sydney  College 
since  1921  is  the  eldest  son  of  Mr.  Andrew  M.  Mc- 
Laughlin and  Mrs.  Mary  Price  McLaughlin.  He  was  born 
in  1869  on  his  father's  farm,  the  present  site  of  Marlinton, 
W.  Va.  As  a  youth  he  was 
"brought  up  in  the  saddle" — to 
use  the  words  of  a  biographer,  he 
acquired  the  skill  of  a  stockman, 
and  became  a  noted  breeder  of 
Polled  Shorthorned  cattle,  Hamp- 
shire-down sheep,  Shire  horses, 
and  Berkshire  hogs — knowledge 
which  enabled  him  to  win 
numerous  prizes  and  to  show  an 
international  champion,  and 
which  fitted  him  for  his  wider 
field  of  usefulness  as  a  moulder  of 
men.  He  was  sent  to  Hampden- 
Sydney  College  at  the  age  of  19 
because  of  an  accident  with  a 
mowing  scythe.  Having  done  well  at  college,  he  received 
his  A.  B.  degree  in  1893,  studied  at  Union  Theological 
Seminary  for  two  years  and  graduated  at  Louisville 
Seminary.  In  1897  he  settled  as  pastor  in  a  mining  com- 
munity at  Sewell,  W.  Va.  Later  he  was  pastor  at  Hampton 
and  Greenbrier,  W.  Va.,  and  in  Louisville,  Ky. — for  the 
lover  of  the  country  finally  went  to  town.  But  he  did  not 
remain  there  permanently  at  that  time;  for  his  inherited 
tastes  and  his  firm  belief  in  the  possibilities  of  the  country 
church  brought  him  to  the  New  Providence  Church  in 
Lexington  Presbytery  in  1907. 

There  he  was  not  only  pastor  but  was  also  a  leading 
farmer  among  farmers,  an  advocate  of  cooperatives  for 
rural  people,  a  teacher  of  better  business  methods.  Here 
he  first  put  in  practice  his  theory  as  to  the  usefulness  of 
establishing  Sunday  schools  in  reach  of  all.  He  lived  and 
labored  in  Rockbridge  for  17  years.  In  1925  the  useful 
country  pastor  was  called  by  the  Southern  Presbyterian 
Church  to  be  Director  of  the  Department  of  Country 
Church  and  Sunday  School  Extension.  For  this  work 
nature  had  endowed  him  with  the  qualifications  and  ex- 
perience had  fitted  him.  His  zeal  and  energy  have  been 
generally  commended  and  his  success  has  won  wide 
acclaim.  Now  that  he  has  long  passed  the  three  score 
years  and  ten,  the  time  has  come  for  retirement. 

At  the  meeting  of  the  General  Assembly  of  the  Church 
at  Montreat  in  May  last,  a  large  popular  meeting  devoted 
many  hours  exclusively  to  tributes  to  the  retiring  Director. 
Dr.  T.  K.  Young,  '08,  the  retiring  moderator,  spoke  of 
his  old  teacher  as  "My  spiritual  father";  Mr.  Dumont 
Clark,  President  of  the  Farmers'  Alliance  of  North  Caro- 
lina, called  him  "The  Great  Encourager";  Dr.  W.  M. 
Alston  for  the  Executive  Committee  presented  an  In- 
scribed Scroll  "on  which  were  recorded  tributes  of  praise 
by  Dr.  McLaughlin's  religious  education  colleagues," 
Dr.  McLaughlin  believes  in  the  country  and  understands 
its  people. 

Four  sons  of  this  alumnus  and  trustee  went  to  Hampden- 
Sydney  College:  Dr.  Andrew  M.,  '25,  of  Waynesboro,  Va.; 
Henry  W.,  Jr.,  '29,  lawyer  in  Halifax,  Va.;  James  M.,  '32, 
Curator  of  Phillips  Memorial  Art  Gallery,  Washington,

Richmond  Alumni  Chapter  Meeting 

About  forty  Richmond  alumni  met  on  May  2  at 
"Arrowhead,"  Hugh  Brenaman's  camp  just  outside  the 
city.  A  pleasant  evening  of  "Tiger  fellowship"  was  en- 
joyed. Doctor  Edgar  G.  Gammon,  President  of  the  Col- 
lege, was  guest.  In  an  informal  talk  he  gave  the  former 
students  of  the  Hill  a  full  account  of  life  there;  he  likewise 
reviewed,  to  date,  Synod's  campaign  for  the  College.  The 
gathering  was  greatly  encouraged  over  the  reports  brought 
by  Doctor  Gammon.  The  plan  of  having  several  Richmond 
rallies  during  the  year  was  unanimously  adopted  and  the 
following  officers  were  charged  with  carrying  out  the  plan: 
President,  Alfred  A.  "Spritter"  Adkins,  Jr.,  '27;  Vice 
President,  Frank  G.  Christian,  '15;  Secretary-Treasurer, 
William   C.   "Bill"   Richardson,   '27. 
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Colonel  Benjamin  Wilson  Venable,  '15 

Col.  Benjamin  Wilson  Venable,  '15 

Colonel  Venable  is  a  descendant  of  the  Venables  of 
"Scott  Green,"  Prince  Edward  County,  Va.,  though 
Charleston,  W.  Va.,  claims  him  as  a  gallant  and  gifted 
son.  Most  of  his  adult  life  has  been  spent  as  a  soldier  and 
officer  in  the  regular  Army  of  the  United  States.  He 
entered  service  on  October  15,  191 5,  probably  because  he 
realized  that  the  United  States  would  ultimately  be 
drawn  into  World  War  I,  and  he  wished  to  get  in  on 
"the  ground  floor."  He  was  a  Lieutenant  and  a  Captain  in 
that  war.  His  record  was  an  enviable  and  an  admirable 
one  in  that  "war  to  end  wars,"  as  we  hoped.  For  his  record 
see  the  Bulletin  of  Hampden-Sydney  College — Vol.  15, 
Number  3,  November  1920,  Record  of  Hampden-Sydney 
Alumni  in  the  World  War.  He  reverted  to  the  rank  of 
First  Lieutenant  at  its  close;  but  he  decided  to  remain  in 
service.  Between  1919  and  1941  his  routine  duties  were 
those  of  the  officers  of  the  regular  army. 

World  War  II  brought  him  the  opportunity  to  display 
his  remarkable  aptitude  and  qualifications  as  a  soldier 
and  military  leader.  He  won  the  confidence  and  admiration 
of  both  officers  and  enlisted  men.  On  September  23,  1944, 
his  career  as  a  field  officer  was  cut  short  on  Angaur  Island 
by  an  act  of  exceptional  courage  and  merit.  Of  this  Major 
General  Paul  J.  Mueller  said:  "After  issuing  orders  for 
an  attack  on  a  Japanese  stronghold  in  caves  in  the  north- 
west part  of  the  Island,  Colonel  Venable  moved  forward 
to  a  position  from  which  he  could  observe  and  supervise 
the  action.  He  remained  in  this  exposed  position  as  an 
inspiration  to  the  personnel  of  his  command  until  severely 
wounded  by  Japanese  mortar  fire.  Colonel  Venable's 
presence  with  his  leading  elements  contributed  materially 
to  the  success  of  the  operation."  He  received  six  shrapnel 
wounds  and  his  right  arm  was  almost  severed  from  his 
body.  His  life  was  saved  by  numerous  transfusions  of 
blood  given  by  soldiers  of  his  command  and  by  admiring 
sailors,  witnesses  of  his  courage  and  skill.  His  Commanding 
General  wrote:  "Should  Colonel  Venable  not  recover 
sufficiently  to  return  to  active  duty,  I  consider  that  he 
should  be  promoted  to  the  grade  of  Brigadier  General  as  a 
reward  for  outstanding  service  to  his  country,  particularly 


in  battle."  After  months  of  hospitalization  Colonel  Venable 
has  been  forced  to  retire  from  active  service;  but  he  hopes 
to  secure  a  business  position  in  his  home  city.  His  Presi- 
dential Citation  reads  in  part  as  follows:  "During  the 
landing  and  military  operations  on  Angaur  Island, 
Colonel  Venable  displayed  excellent  judgment  and  battle 
leadership.  His  courage,  devotion  to  duty,  and  outstanding 
military  attainments  were  a  material  contribution  to  the 
war  effort  in  the  Pacific  Ocean."  In  forwarding  this  Cita- 
tion Lieutenant  General  Robert  C.  Richardson,  Jr., 
added :  "  I  wish  to  express  to  you  my  pride  in  your  courage 
and  outstanding  leadership." 

Unto  the  Second  and  Third  Generation 

For  some  days  in  June  the  College  community  was 
cheered  by  the  visits  of  some  friends  of  other  days. 
Professor  Richard  Henry  Watkins  ("Harry"  to  us),  of 
the  Class  of  1895,  with  some  members  of  his  family,  lived 
in  the  Sigma  Chi  house  on  the  campus  and  had  the 
pleasure  of  meeting  his  kinsman  and  roommate,  Dr. 
Warren  White,  of  Norfolk,  and  other  friends  of  the  long  ago. 
He  is  still  Superintendent  of  the  City  Schools  of  Laurel, 
Miss.,  and  a  useful  and  influential  member  of  the  Associ- 
ation of  Southern  Schools  and  Colleges.  While  he  was 
here,  his  nephew,  Mr.  James  Spencer  Morton,  of  the  Class 
of  1914,  appeared  on  the  scene.  He  is  a  son  of  the  late 
John  R.  Morton,  of  the  Class  of  1876.  His  home  is  in 
Fort  Lauderdale,  Fla.,  but  he  often  returns  to  breathe  the 
air  of  his  native  county.  This  time  he  visited  Virginia  in 
part  to  attend  the  graduation  of  his  daughter  at  the  James 
Madison  Teachers  College  in  Harrisonburg,  Va.  He  and 
Mrs.  Morton,  during  their  trip,  covered  a  large  portion  of 
the  Atlantic  Seaboard  from  their  home  in  sunny  Florida 
to  the  sidewalks  of  New  York  and  visited  numerous 
relatives.  These  two  gentlemen,  bearing  the  names  of 
Watkins  and  Morton,  represent  many  more  than  one 
hundred  alumni  of  those  names,  and  with  their  kindred 
of  related  families  compose  a  large  fraction  of  the  student- 
bodies  of  the  past  and  of  the  present — men  who  since 
1776  have  been  loyal  sons  of  Alma  Mater. 


James  Adger  Smyth,  '30,  Ichthyologist 
and  Mountain  Climber 

A  picture  received  at  the  Alumni  office  shows  this 
gentleman  on  the  side  of  Ixtaccihuatl.  He  has  been  in 
South  America  feeding  Bluegill  Sunfish  to  the  bass  in  Lake 
Tequesquitengo  and  producing  huge  Lake  Trout  in  Lake 
Titicaca.  Through  his  efforts  in  part,  Peru  and  Bolivia 
are  attracting  the  disciples  of  Izaak  Walton  from  distant 
places.  This  lover  of  nature  has  been  in  Mexico  since  the 
spring  of  1941,  having  been  rejected  for  service  in  the 
U.  S.  Army  because  of  a  weak  ankle!  During  this  period 
he  has  walked  all  over  the  country  of  the  Aztecs  and 
climbed  snow-capped  hills.

The  mission, 
however,  was  obliged  to  turn  over  its  medals  and  ribbons 
to  the  U.  S.  State  Department  in  accordance  with  our 
laws  governing  such  cases.

HAZLEGROVE.  Mrs.  Ellen  Ligon  Hazlegrove,  widow  of  Mr.  Joseph 
W.  Hazlegrove,  late  prominent  citizen  of  Cumberland  County,  Va.,  died 
March  26,  1946,  aged  sixty-seven  years.  Her  death  was  sudden,  caused 
by  a  stroke  at  the  home  of  her  sister  in  Farmville  from  which  she  did  not 
rally.  Mrs.  Hazlegrove  was  a  daughter  of  the  late  Anderson  Ligon  and 
Mrs.  Sally  McGehee  Ligon.  Educated  at  the  Farmville  State  Teachers 
College;  in  1915  she  married  Mr.  Hazlegrove  as  his  second  wife;  and 
leaves  a  daughter — Mrs.  William  Johnson  of  Freehold,  N.  J. — and  two 
sons,  Joseph  Anderson  Hazlegrove,  '38,  and  David  G.  Hazlegrove.  Hon. 
William  Perkins  Hazlegrove,  of  Roanoke,  Va.,  is  a  stepson.  Funeral 
services  were  conducted  at  "Forkland,"  the  family  home,  by  the  Rev. 
R.  G.  Hutcheson  of  the  Cumberland  Presbyterian  Church,  and  burial 
followed  in  the  family  cemetery.

Of  these  daughters,  Miss  Anna  and  Miss  Helen 
Dickhoff  are  well  known  on  "The  Hill,"  the  former  has  long  been 
Secretary  in  the  College  office,  a  lady  to  whose  executive  ability  and 
loyal  fidelity  to  duty  the  College  owes  much.  The  older  son,  Carl 
William  Dickhoff,  Jr.,  '35,  lieutenant  U.  S.  A.,  was  dangerously  wounded 
in  France  but  was  sent  back  to  the  United  States  for  treatment  and 
finally  recovered.  The  younger  son,  John  Henry,  '43,  served  gallantly 
for  over  two  years  in  the  European  area.  Mr.  Dickhoff  was  a  consistent 
member  of  the  St.  Johns  Lutheran  Church  of  Farmville,  Va.  Funeral 
services  were  conducted  by  his  pastor,  Rev.  F.  G.  Koehler,  and  burial 
took  place  in  the  Farmville  Cemetery.

BELL.  Mrs.  Laura  Miller  Bell  was  born  in  Augusta  County,  Va.,  in 
1875,  but  had  spent  most  of  her  useful  life  in  Winchester,  Va.,  where 
years  ago  her  father,  the  late  Rev.  Dr.  Miller,  was  pastor  of  the  Grace 
Lutheran  Church.

Mrs.  Bell's  life  had  been  a  useful  one,  devoted  to  the  duties  of  the 
home,  to  church  work,  and  to  the  alleviation  of  the  ills  of  humanity.  Her 
death  came  on  April  2,  1946,  after  a  long  illness.  Besides  her  husband, 
she  left  two  sons — Mr.  Lanier  Gray,  Jr.,  of  Alexandria,  Va.,  and  Mr. 
Stewart  Bell,  Jr.,  of  Winchester,  an  outstanding  member  of  the  Class  of 
193 1.  Another  son,  Lieutenant  William  H.  Bell  of  the  U.  S.  A.  Air  Corps, 
was  killed  in  Scotland  in  July  1945. 

Beautiful  in  person,  admirable  in  character,  this  good  lady  is  remem- 
bered and  mourned  by  many  friends.  "A  woman  that  feareth  the  Lord 
she  shall  be  praised."  (Proverbs  3 1 130) 

McDANALD.  Eugene  Chester  McDanald,  '99,  born  in  Prince  Edward 
County,  Va.,  February  22,  1876 — a  teacher  of  wide  experience  and 
marked  success — died  at  his  home  in  Beaumont,  Texas,  February  20, 
1946,  after  a  lingering  illness.  A  Bachelor  of  Arts  of  Hampden-Sydney 
College,  he  did  graduate  work  at  the  University  of  Virginia  and  at 
Chicago.     He  taught  for  brief  periods  in  Matthews  County,  Va.,   in 


Glasgow,  Mo.,  and  at  Hopkinsville,  Ky.,  before  going  to  Texas,  his 
permanent  home  after  1905.  He  was  principal  of  the  Gainesville  High 
School  for  twelve  years;  then  for  a  quarter  of  a  century  was  principal  of 
the  Beaumont  High  School,  retiring  from  active  work  in  1944,  because  of 
impaired  health.  In  Beaumont  he  was  a  leader  in  civic  and  religious  as 
well  as  in  educational  circles. 

We  quote  from  clippings  from  Mr.  McDanald's  home  paper,  sent  by 
his  friend  and  classmate  Dr.  W.  W.  Bondurant,  head  of  the  Texas 
Military  Institute  of  San  Antonio:  "Mr.  McDanald  was  poised  and 
dignified  in  bearing  and  was  pointed  out  as  a  man  born  for  the  work  to 
which  he  devoted  his  life.  His  methods  of  discipline  at  Beaumont  High 
School  earned  for  that  school  distinction  among  the  high  schools  of  the 
nation.  His  ability  to  guide  the  high  school  youngsters  into  the  proper 
paths  in  which  they  might  live  successful  and  useful  lives  was  regarded 
as  one  of  his  outstanding  qualities.  He  believed  that  all  boys  and  girls 
should  be  thoroughly  grounded  in  formal  schooling  before  they  turned  to 
the  trades  and  professions." 

This  able  teacher  was  a  member  of  the  Westminster  Presbyterian 
Church  of  Beaumont,  served  as  a  ruling  elder,  and  for  many  years  was 
Superintendent  of  the  Sunday  School.  Mr.  McDanald  is  survived  by 
his  wife,  by  a  daughter,  and  by  a  son,  Dr.  E.  C.  McDanald,  just  back 
from  active  service  with  the  U.  S.  A.  Medical  Corps  in  the  Pacific, 
and  now  with  the  Government  Mental  Hygiene  Clinic  in  Washington, 
D.  C.  A  good,  wise,  and  useful  man  has  gone  home  at  a  time  when  such 
men  are  sorely  needed  in  this  troubled  world. 

GIBSON.  Dr.  William  Curtis  Gibson,  prominent  physician  of 
Suffolk,  Va.,  died  there  on  June  10,  1946.  He  was  a  native  of  Claremont, 
born  August  14,  1886,  but  had  lived  in  Suffolk  since  infancy.  He  was  an 
alumnus  of  the  University  of  Virginia,  was  graduated  in  Medicine  from 
the  University  of  Pennsylvania  in  1910,  and  was  a  lieutenant  in  U.  S. 
Navy  Medical  Corps  in  World  War  I.  Dr.  Gibson  was  a  member  of  the 
Nansemond  County  Medical  Society,  of  the  Virginia  Medical  Society, 
and  of  the  American  Medical  Association.  He  was  active  in  Boy  Scout 
work,  a  former  member  of  the  Suffolk  School  Board,  director  of  the 
American  Bank  and  Trust  Company,  and  past  commander  of  American 
Legion  Post  57.  He  left  a  wife  (Mrs.  Helen  Borden  Gibson)  and  a  son, 
William  Curtis  Gibson,  a  B.  A.  graduate  of  the  Class  of  1941  of 
Hampden-Sydney  College.

Mrs.  Eva  Willis  Cralle,  aged  72,  widow  of  Robert  Bagley 
Cralle,  died  at  her  home  in  Farmville,  Va.,  April  20,  1946.  Before  her 
marriage  she  was  Miss  Eva  Stuart  Willis  of  Richmond,  Va.  Her  husband 
was  a  well-knowrrman  in  the  business  circles  of  Farmville,  having  served 
long  and  efficiently  as  city  manager.  Mrs.  Cralle  was  a  graduate  of  the 
State  Female  Normal  School  in  Farmville;  was  a  member  and  active 
worker,  when  health  permitted,  of  the  local  Presbyterian  Church.  She 
too,  was,  a  member  of  the  Daughters  of  the  American  Revolution,  of  the 
United  Daughters  of  the  Confederacy,  and  of  the  Farmville  Woman's 
Club.  She  was  the  mother  of  three  children,  the  late  Dr.  R.  B.  Cralle, 
Jr.,  '23,  Mrs.  Florence  Bell,  wife  of  our  former  professor,  Dr.  W.  H.  Bell; 
and  Mrs.  Elizabeth  Carter  of  Farmville. 

MARTIN.  James  Stafford  Martin,  '31,  Corporal  U.  S.  A.  Air  Forces, 
entered  service  in  July  1942,  served  in  the  Pacific  area  as  radio  operator 
on  a  B-25.  He  was  based  in  Assam  province,  India;  on  a  bombing  mission 
over  Burma,  his  plane  with  a  crew  of  six  went  down  in  the  jungle  on 
October  24,  1944.  Missing  since  that  time,  the  War  Department  has 
notified  the  family  that  he  is  assumed  to  be  dead  at  the  age  of  thirty-six. 
He  is  survived  by  his  father,  Mr.  James  A.  Martin, 438  Avenham  Avenue, 
South  Roanoke,  Va.,  and  by  one  brother,  Mr.  Carol  Martin  of  Greens- 
boro, N.  C. 

JESSEE.  Ernest  Filmore  Jessee,  Jr.,  '43,  Private  U.  S.  A.,  was  killed 
in  a  vehicle  accident  in  France,  April  6,  1946.  No  explanatory  details 
have  been  received  at  this  office.     This  young  soldier  was  son  of  Mr. 
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Ernest  F.  Jessee,  Sr.,  and  Mrs.  Mary  Elizabeth  .lessee,  and  was  born  in 
Lynchburg,  Va.,  January  12,  1922.  He  entered  service  September  1,  1945, 
and  was  sent  overseas  December  29,  1945.  His  wife,  before  her  marriage, 
was  Miss  Jean  Arrington  of  Lynchburg.  She  with  a  young  son,  Ernest 
F.  Jessee  III,  born  January  18,  1946,  survives  her  husband — as  do  his 
parents,  a  brother,  and  three  sisters.  We  greatly  fear  that  this  sad 
occurrence  is  what  we  must  expect  as  a  result  of  sending  abroad  men  of 
insufficient  military  training. 

WYSOR.  William  Henry  Wysor,  '15,  was  the  youngest  child  of  the 
late  Hon.  Joseph  C.  Wysor  and  Mrs.  Jennie  May  Gardner  Wysor, 
prominent  citizens  of  Southwest  Virginia.  He  was  himself  an  outstand- 
ing man  in  the  business  life  of  Pulaski  County,  Va.  His  wife  was  before 
her  marriage  Miss  Pierce  Lyon  of  Pulaski.  He  was  the  father  of  William 
H.  Wysor,  Jr.,  of  the  Class  of  1945.  Two  of  Mr.  Wysor's  sisters  were 
Harriett  I.,  wife  of  Robert  C.  Graham,  '06,  and  Emma,  wife  of  the  late 
Robert  Finley  Dunlap,  '94.  Mr.  Wysor's  death,  which  occurred  at 
Pulaski,  Va.,  April  9,  1946,  was  due  to  pneumonia  which  developed  on 
his  return  from  Florida,  where  he  and  Mrs.  Wysor  had  spent  the  winter. 
He  was  a  member  of  the  Rotary,  Science,  and  Elks  Clubs  and  of  the 
Episcopal  Church  of  Pulaski. 

HENDERSON.  The  Class  of  1897  was  a  large  class  and  a  good  one; 
but  many  of  the  members  have  passed  from  the  scene  of  their  earthly 
labors.  Through  the  kindness  of  Dr.  Lawrence  F.  Kenney,  '26,  the  office 
has  been  informed  that  Dr.  Robert  Galloway  Henderson  died  on  Febru- 
ary 8,  1945.  No  details  were  given.  His  last  address  known  here  was 
1403-07  Exchange  Building,  Memphis,  Tenn. 

MOORE.  Mrs.  Moore,  widow  of  the  late  J.  Stanley  Moore,  Sr.,  before 
her  marriage  was  a  Miss  Glenn.  Her  death  occurred  in  a  Richmond 
Hospital  April  21,  1946.  Funeral  services  were  held  in  the  Prospect 
(Va.)  Methodist  Church,  with  burial  in  the  Church  Cemetery.  Mrs. 
Moore  was  the  mother  of  four  Alumni:  F.  S.  Moore,  Jr.,  '28;  J.  Peyton 
Moore,  '29;  Handy  Moore,  '32;  and  Daniel  E.  Moore,  '34.  Of  these 
Lieutenant  Handy  Moore  and  Lieutenant  D.  E.  Moore  served  in  the 
U.  S.  Navy  and  have  recently  been  released  from  active  service. 


BENEDICT.  Mr.  Charles  Henry  Benedict  was  born  October  29, 
1862,  in  Wisconsin  and  lived  there  until  1907,  when  he  came  to  Prince 
Edward  County,  Va.,  and  settled  at  Kingsville,  near  Hampden-Sydney. 
For  years  he  was  a  respected  and  valued  member  of  this  community. 
Later  he  returned  to  Wisconsin,  first  to  Appleton  and  then  to  Seymour. 
Ffis  wife,  who  died  years  ago,  was,  before  her  marriage,  Miss  Elsie  Cul- 
bertson.  They  had  three  sons;  Loyal  C,  Wayne,  and  Roger  J.,  Of  these 
Loyal  Clark  Benedict  received  the  B.  S.  degree  at  Hampden-Sydney 
College  in  the  Class  of  19 14,  was  captain  of  the  football  team  that  year 
and  is  now  consulting  engineer  in  Wadsworth,  Ohio.  The  2d  son,  Wayne 
died  in  early  manhood;  the  third  son,  Roger  J.  Benedict,  resides  in 
Springfield,  111.,  and  at  his  house  our  old  friend  spent  the  last  few  months 
of  his  life.  His  death  on  June  2,  1946,  was  the  result  of  a  fall  in  his  room. 
Mr.  Benedict  was  a  kind  neighbor,  a  useful  citizen,  a  Christian  gentle- 
man.   There  are  few  like  him. 

SMITH.  Vernon  Lee  Smith,  Class  1946,  was  born  in  Gloucester 
County,  Va.,  March  31,  1922,  the  son  of  Mr.  and  Mrs.  M.  L.  Smith  of 
Perrin,  Va.  He  had  been  prepared  for  College  at  the  Achilles  High  School 
in  Gloucester  county,  where  he  came  under  the  wholesome  influence  of 
Maynard  W.  Berryman,  '33,  teacher  and  coach  in  the  consolidated 
school  at  Achilles.  No  doubt  the  subsequent  distinguished  career  in  the 
navy  of  his  preceptor  had  something  to  do  with  young  Smith's  choice 
of  that  branch  of  the  service  which  he  entered  December  4,  1942.  Soon 
he  was  on  his  way  to  the  Pacific  and  showed  such  aptitude  as  a  sailor 
that  he  was  made  coxswain's  mate  third  class  on  the  L.  S.  T.  469. 

In  the  summer  of  1943,  his  parents  were  notified  that  he  was  missing 
in  action.  Many  months  went  by  before  the  final  word  came  that  he  had 
given  his  life  for  his  country,  June  25,  1943,  near  Australia. 

Just  before  he  resigned  from  College  to  enter  the  armed  service,  our 
young  friend  said  to  one  of  his  professors:  "Well,  I  am  sorry  I  have  to 
leave,  but  I  wish  to  do  my  part.  I  hope  I  can  come  back  after  the  war  is 
over,  but  if  God's  will  is  otherwise,  it  is  all  right,  for  I  know  whom  I  have 
believed  and  all  will  be  well."  The  College  feels  with  the  parents  and 
other  loved  ones  of  this  Christian  young  patriot  that  all  indeed  is  well 
with  him  now.

Baseball 

Winning  nine  out  of  its  fifteen  games,  our  baseball  team 
enjoyed  one  of  its  best  seasons  in  several  years.  The  Tigers 
stood  third  in  the  State  race,  first  and  second  places  going 
to  Randolph-Macon  and  University  of  Virginia  respec- 
tively. The  fact  that  the  eleven  men  to  be  awarded  letters 
will  return  in  September  makes  a  rather  rosy  picture  for 
next  spring.  The  team  manager  was  Dave  Boney,  Rich- 
mond, and  Charlie  Blanton,  of  Richmond,  was  elected 
captain  for  the  season.  Other  lettermen  are:  Jack  Parrish, 
Staunton;  Jack  Glascock,  Marshalls;  Pat  Foley,  Eastville;
